Indian officer and 66 iities transfeiied liom the headquarters foice There 
weie only six vacancies m the battalion at the end of the year 

Major D I Macplieison o b e , i a , the Commandant, was on leave 
up to the 16th December 1921 and Captm M H Ravenhill, (i ^ R ) Assistant 
Commandant, acted loi him up to the 26th Apiil 1921 The latter was 
lelieved by Majoi E D Dallas-Smith, who held command till the 16th 
December The sei vices of Majoi Dallas-Smith wwe then retained for 
emplovment as Assistant Commandant Two moie officers of the Indian 
Army, VIZ , Captim B K Sheppaid and Lieutenant G H Gunson, joined the 
battalion as Assistant Commandants — the foimer on the 22nid January and 
the lattei on the 12th July 1921, and with their appointments the battalion 
regained its full complement of officers Two officeis of the Indian (Imperial) 
Police, VIZ , Me'^sis Wood and Davies, who were attached to the battalion as 
Assistant Commandants, leveited to the Civil Police 

The battalion was as usual maintained m a state of efficiency and good 
^ „ discipline m spite of many demands on its services 

{ ) BiEeBnoj,drii,ete wliich inteifered with regulai training and 

necessiUtei’ the continual deputation of detachments to different parts of the 
Pi esidency under exceptional and tiying oircumsUnces The training was 
Gained out on the usual lines but owing to Uck of funds it was not possible 
to hold a camp of exercise The battalion wasreoiganized on the platoon 
system wliicli is working satisfaotoiily* Lewjs gun training was carried out, 
and some additional men weie trained with the l-90th J^unjabis 

Tw^o hundred and ’etghty-four itou-comffiissioned offioeis and ' men in 
additibn to 60 reoiurts weie put thidugh the musketry eohrSe, and ^ the

dimng the yeai The sanctioned strength of the 
subordinate police rewe fiom 23,852 to 21,210 The increase of 858 included 
mie inspector, one sergeant hye snli-mspeetois, 42 head constables and 312 
constables against a daerease of thiee assistant sub-inspectors, and was 
chieSy due to the rcoigauuation of the town imhce of the HoogUly distuot 
and the strengthening of the emergency force at the headquarters of thp 
Asansol sobdiyisiun of the Burdwaa district The total strength of the 
force temtKJrawly entertained is given in a footntrf’e to statement ‘‘ D " This 
mainly consisted of the Central and District XnteUigence Branch staff, addi- 
tional staff for the Cninmannyeatigjition Department, a special staff foi the

Paiganas di&tnct is an uigent nece^’siti Although the scheme has leccntd 
the sanction of the Secietiij of State, it has not ^et been possible to pioiide 
funds The proximity of the district to Calcutta, the existence of a large 
numbei of mills and fat tones, the influx of inmiinf i ihle foreigners and 
stiangeis, of whom many aie piofessional ciiminals ind the mimbei of towns 
and mumeipalities constitute special fcatuies of the distiict, and it is desnahle 
that the town police should be stnnotlaned as soon is posibk 

The woikof this bianchol the fouc can liaidU bt said to be s itisfictoi v, 
although seveial arrests were made of peisoiis taught letl-hamied The 
difficulties which this foice have to tontend with aie lerj great Living in 
towns IS raoie expen'siae and duties aie much mor“ aiduous, the men aie 
geneially ill-eqmpped 'Ihey lack propet lanterns wateipioofs and great 
coats and are also pooily housed Service m the town police is thereloie 
unpopular, and m older to make it ittiactue I have recomm<nded the gi int 
of a SDCCiaJ allowance to the men employed in town aicas in the distncts ot 
the 24-Paiganas, Howiah and Hooghly Complaints of bad srn tt lighting 
hd\e, as usual, been leeeived from most of the distncts This, coupled with 
the lack of daik lanterns, has handicapped the town poliet m then night 
patiol woik 'I he existing lanterns cannot, hoiievei be leplaoed until funds 
are available 

The voluuteei deft nee paities in Hooghly assisted the t iwn police on 
many occasions, and I hate quoted instances ot good woik done by them in 
paiagraph 20 

5 The Civil Police force generally its drill, discipline and shooting — 

Thf* training of mobilization contingents was as usual earned out in most 
of rhe distncts in the eouise of the yeai, and all available officers and 
men of the unarmed branch weie put through the musketry and levolvei 
courses Men at heaaquaiters were regularly drilled, but in outlying 
stations \eiy htrle could be done in tbis direct’ on on account of the heavy 
miscellaneous work which had to be undei taken 

Discipline was on the whole well maintained With a few exceptions 
all ranks behaved with exemplaiy loyalty under most tiying circumstances 
at a time when adverse economic oonditious, industrial unrest and othei 
causes added to the difficulties of police woik The police had also to 
peiform various extra duties on the occasions of the visits of Then Royal 
Highnesses the Duke of Connaught and the Pnnee ot Wales, and I am glad 
to be able to mention that Their Royal Highnesses intimated their apprecia- 
tion of the services rendered by all ranks 

There is still a feeling among the subordinate ranks that their emolu- 
ments aie low as comoared with those of other services of similar status, 
and proposals m this connection aie being carefully considered 

Every attempt was made to grant leave up to the prescribed limit 
The increase in the number of applications for leave shows that the force 
is now owing to various concessions, more comfortably off than it has been m 
recent years, 

fi Spefiial firmOil fore®.' — ^This force was increased by one inspector, 
four head constables and 58 constables m order to strengthen the 
emergency force stationed at Asansol in the Bard wan distnot, while it was 
reduced by three constables on the replacement of the treasury guardby 
a smaller guaid for the Jalpaiguri branch of the Impenal Bank In view 
of the prevailing uniest detachments had to be employtM both in and out 
oE their respective distuofcs for the maintenance of law and order Consider- 
mg the difficulties which the men had to face, I am ^lad to be able to say 
that they acquitted themselves well and loyally in dealing with the situaticm,. 
The special armed foice of the Bajshahi dintnet had a strenuous tome ja 
consequence of the eSeupe of prisoners fiom the jSil. Bsrvjces of this force 
were also requisitioned on the occasions of the visits of Their Beynl Highnesses 
tjhe Duke of Connaught and the Prince of Wales • 

In the absence of a reserve for mating temporary and unforepieeil, 
demands, the emerj^ncy force had to be empltyed m 'nnseellafteoua wc«?h:

48 oc( isioiib, and this meaiib that the extra men had to be found from 
tht eineigenej foiC( In Bakaiganj the seiviees of this force had to be 
nlili/td m ewoitiiig piisoneis and frtasuie on no less than 492 occasions 
agmiBl 414 in 1920 These figuies show that the escoit staff requiies 
sut ngtlip ling, but nothing can be done until the financial situation improves 
Inonhi to proiide sufticient armed piirfeotion for the mill area, I have 
submittfdto Goveiamcnt a pioposal foi stiengthenmg the emeigency foice 
of the Hoftiah district and foi posting a detachment to the Serampore sub- 
division of the Hooghlv dihtiict The mattci is still undei consideration, and 
I trust that in view ot the uigency ol the situation the necessary funds will 
be made aiailabh* to gii e effect to the scheme in the neai fntuie 

The dibcipline of tlie force, as a whole was good though in some districts 
attempts weie made to work up an agitation foi inciease of pay, etc , but 
these have had no effect on the loyalty of the force In mdividnai cases 
^suitable action was taten 

Smte the issue of instructions m 1914 for the separation of the armed 
and unarmed branches of the foice, it was not found possible to give complete 
effect to t!ie scheme except m certain distiicts This was mainly due to the 
unpopularity of service m the aimed bianch and the luoi easing difficulty 
m secuiing recruits of the light stamp As a lemedy it has now been 
decided, with the approval of Government, that in order to give the men of 
the special armed force peuodical turns of police station duty, the cadiea of 
that force and the district mobiluation contingents should be amalgamated 
except m Jaipaiguri and Darjeeling where service in the armed branch is non 
unpopular Undei this aiiaugement seivice in the special aimed force , 
and the mobilization contingent will be interchangeable, two years in the 
former being followed by one year in the latter This scheme has been 
mtioiuced as an experimental measure with effect from the let January 192J, 
and it 18 too e irly to comment on its working 

In the com sc of mj inspection I found that service m the ai med branch 
in some distiicts was not unpopular and as a mattei of fact men m the 
unarmed brancll often applied for transfei to the other branch 

As usual the foice maintained its efficiency m dull, but the constant 
absemeof detachments fiom headquarters interfered with reguLu training 
Athletic spoits were encouraged as fai as possible, and the Gumming Inter- 
district Challenge Shield Was won for the first time by the Dacca emergency 
foiee, which consists principally of Garhwalis, 

7 ftniiMry Resfirve. — ^The object of mamtainmg this reserve in the 
cadres of sub''tnn^) 0 C'tors and constables ts to fill vacancies caused by the 
absence of men on leave and under training. 4 i^eview of the district reports 
shows that, although the yeserve of constables was increased in accordance 
with the revised scales sanctioned in jL91§, the inadequacy of this force is still 
a mattei of universal complaint There Is no donbt that the situation has 
improved to some extent, but at the same time it snould be remembered that 
the |)idice are often called upon to undertake various duties for which no 
provtsum exists in the cadre, with the result that men sanctioned for the leave 
reserre Imie fiequently to be employed on such duties On many occasions 
this reseWe praeticaU^ ceases to exist and Superintendents aie obliged, to 
curtail the grant^ of leave and to withdiaw men from police stations In 
Himensingh, for Instance, as many as ,$4 officers and 1*162 men were deputed 
for miscellaneous duties on different occasions, and the Superlnteudont of 
Fdice reports tliat leave could not be granted as freely as it should have 
b«en. It 18 thus evident that the absence of a reserve safficient to provide 
iot untoeseea apd temporary duties is a serbus defect in the constitution of 
tlm force This n^iattvr ha® |)e©» i^presented to.Oiwernment from time to, 
time. In the present disturbed state ol '|he country the^ iteed for such >a, 
ttWTve i# eelf-evident The distnct are only snJ®cieiit foV normal 
CoiiditiOUB,^audJf any special pdbe haW tphe drafted into m affected area,

In PauUionmg the revised fecale of the restr\ 0 , it was oidered that ♦he 
increased number of men to be entertained undei the scheme should be 
spiead 01 er a period of three jears, and that six months before the conclusion 
of this period the question should be re-cxammed in the light of the most 
lecf nt hguies, m onier that hnal recommendations as to the percentages to be 
eventudllj adopted might be submitted for the cousideiation of the Goiein- 
ment ot India Although complete efiect was given to the scheme m April 
1920, I am not in i position to form a definite opinion as to the ideqnaey of 
the scale until noimal conditions prevail, and I have accoidinglj- uifoimfd 
Gov^emment that the period allotted to the experiment might be extended 
till June 1923 The mciease of pay and other improved conditions ot stuice 
have had a salutoij effect on lecimtment, and now resignations and othti 
casualries can leasonably be expected to be fewei than in leceni years 
From an examination of the figmes it, howevej appears that in some uistricts 
at least, especnllj in the metiopohtan aiea and some other unbealthj stations, 
the scale will ha\e to be revised 

Regarding the leseivc in the lank of sub-mspectoi, the cadre was 
ineieased bv 100 appointments to leplace pi obationei sunder pi aetical tiaming, 
and these sub-inspectois have now taken ovei cadre duties The sjstem of 
promoting assisfaut sub-mspeetois to act as sub-inspectors in leave vacancies 
has, theittfoie, been discontinued with effect from the lat Jaunary 1922 
Expeiience will show whether the existing scale of the reserve will be 
sufficient 

8 flecruttment of of ficero and men and the proportion of Hindns and 
Muhammadans. — As a large numbei of supernumeraries were still available 
to fill vacancies, only 2d probationaiy sub-inspectors w'ere re( luited towards 
the close of the jeai Half of these posts weie filled by promotion from the 
lank of assistant sub-inspector and the other half by diiect reciuitment 
Of the latter five weie Hindus and five Muhammadans and five of them were 
graduates With a view to encouraging graduates and persons of good social 
status to jom the police as sub-mspectois, it was pieviously the practice to 
reserve a number of appointments m the 3rd giade (on Rs 70) equal to five 
per cent of vacancies m each year for those who secured the best position at 
the traiumg college final examination and by their character and conduct 
while under tiainmg ev meed fitness foi special advancement With the 
mtioduction of the time-scale of pay and the rawing of the mininum pay from 
Ba BO to Rs dO, such special inducement was no longei necessary, and the 
system was accoidmgly abolished during the year 

Of the total number of 106 assistant sub-inspectors appointed during the 
year, 33 weie directly lecruited The competition foi these apwintments was 
very keen and candidates pc^sessing higher educational qualifications came 
forward for enlistment 


The number of constables recruited during the year was 1,769 hgamst 
3,014 m the previous year and of these 644 or SO’fi per cent were Huhara" 
mjadaas, 1,226 or 69'2 per cent Hindus and other castes. Local 
recruits numberedi 634 or 47 I per cent and of these 869 wei^ Muhammadens* 
Thpre were itaily 361 yaosnmeS (274 in the permOnentr and Tf In the tem- 
porary feroe) on the 31et BecemWrIfiSI Most of the vacancies were filled 
towards the <fi<pe cf 1920 when the revised rates of pay were announced and 
vacaitoi^ due to res^iition were eoaaiderably fewer than in previous yeans

]iei nutted The supply of cots and mosquito netb had to be lestiicted <m 
tnnincial giounds and as pointed out in pievious repoits, no unprovemeitt can 
be expected in this duectito until a liberal giant is made by Government foi 
this purpose as well as foi the provision of better house-accommodation ior 
mm m mufatssil statious

reports shows that ihe woik oi ciiele inspectors has on the whole, been 
hutislattoiy bur judging f tom the remarks made by several oihceis it seems 
that A high average Standard of efficiency has not yet been achieved In the 
course of my tours I mad© it a pmot of testing the work of circle inspeolois, 
Though their programmes of work have geneially been mrelligentlv diawn up 
ami carrwd thiough, they are of a more or less stereotyped natuie and theie 
IS room for greater detail Siuneof the inspector', lack mitiativ e, and their 
cut-aiid-dned met hods have not met with moi e success than they deserve 
Before a j^c^amaw* of preventive Biea&ures can be diawa up, a veiy close 
study of prt valent crime is required Theie are of course office! 8 vvho realise 
th< ir icsponsibihtlee and deal intelligently with problems connected with the 
©mtrd and dotecoioR of cninc The opinion I have formed of their work 
dniung the year ik that they do gt*od work if fhej are strictly supii vised, bat 
if the superv isim is relaxed at all, their work deteriorates 

As remarked in pfrevioas reports, some inspectors’ circles ought to be 
split up to enable officeis to exercise closer supervision, but no improv'ement 
j i^n lie ©xpeeted m this direction until fandb are available 


With i^rd to the investigating staff generawy, no partipuiar instance of 
detective ability has been bWMight to notice Satisfactory reports have l^ea 
rcceivcsi rc^rdtng the work of the officers trained at the Detective Training

laws and Act'- decieased from 328 to 217 Two held constables and 136 
constables weie punished foi bieach of discipline, while six sub-ui‘>pectois, 
one seigeant, seven assistant Syub-iiispectorb or iiead constables and 96 
constables were convicted of offences undei the Indian Penal Code and other 


local laws and Acts Judicial punishments, excluding those undei the Police 
Act, decreased from 160 to 109, wlule depaitmental punishments incieased 
from 6,898 to 7 615 Major punishments other than dismissal were inflicted 
on 180 officeis and 539 men against 198 and 545 m the pieeedmg yeai, - 
while 1,241 officeis and 6,439 men weie awarded minor punishments The

Indading Ctises pending from 1920, 44 civil suits were instituted against 
the police as against 19 in the pievioas yeai. Twenty-seven of these cases 
were dismissed, two were decreed and 15 lemamed pending at the close 
of the year Depaitinental enqumes were held in almost all these cases, and 
it was ascei tamed that the suits were, m the majority of instances, brought 
with the object dt harassing the poLce In cases m which the conduct of the 
defendants appeared to be free from hlame, their defence was undei taken by

The number of civil salts was greater m Mymensmgh and Bcgia than

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On the East Indian Eailway thefts from runumg passenger trams 
increased from 72 to 77 and of 24 peisons oonceme I m 18 cases, 20 were 
convicted Proceedings under section 109, Criminal Piocedure Code, m- 
01 eased fiom 33 to 46 and of 56 persons prosecuted, 37 were connoted On 
the Saidpui section ot tbe Eastern Bengal Railwaj such thefts increased 
fiom 34 to 47, but with the adoption of pieventive measures this class of 
crime has almost ceased In one ca'^.e propeity wmth ovei Rs 29,000 
belonging to a Emopean gentleman, who was travelling from Caientra to 
Daijeehng, was stolen by an old ofiendei and as a lesult of investigation

As usual, district icpoits contain satisfactoiy accounts of the woik done 
by station patrol boats in iiveiine areas In several instances ciimmals 
were anested and suceessfully pioseiuted The Superintendent of Police, 
24-Pargana8, again points out that no effective patioiling 18 possible until the 
existing boats aie replaced by steam launches 

The question of the levision of rates allowed foi the hue of boats for 
investigating and other officers and the number of boats is still under 
consideration It has been recognized that the existmg rates are no longei 
adequate m view of the nse in puces and, it is hoped, that funds will shoitly 
be made available for this puipoee. 

In my last report I stated that the need for motor lorries fot rapid 
transpoit and for patrolling was badly felt on the occasion of strikes in mill 
areas and railway workshops m the Howrah and Hooghly districts, and that 
the question of the provision of such conveyances was under consideration 
A motor lorry, which has since beeiitpurchased for Howrah has proved most 
useful A second loiry is also necessary, but it cannot be purchased until 
the financial situation improves 

As remarked m the last report, it is important that the existing tele* 
phonic connections should be extended Several Sapennteadents hav0 
brought to notice the a,i^nt necessity for opening more telegraph offices in 
the^ interim' of districts. The lack of tel^raphic <aimm«mcatioas'ham|jere

men ate dissatisfied with their present ntes ol pay and display no ana^ieiy to 
perform their duties efficiently One of the chief objects of the aon-eo- 
opeiation movemeut ma to weaken the pdice by tampenng with the rmal 
police, and m some dwtiicts determined dfforts were made to get them to 
t«8ij®B by threats of social bc^cott and by playing upon their reasonable 
discontent with the low wage they receive Even this low wage is not being 
regularly paid and in certain districts a large number of chaukidars foi this 
reason suspended work This state of affairs is partly due to uott*420- 
operation pmpa^nda which encouraged villagers to withhold chaukidari 
taues as long as possible ' The result of this has been that the police did not 
get the help they should from the rural police, both in obtaining local 
information and in the reporting of oases In thia connection the Commis-

the selection of jurors from among a class of people not wholly competent to 
undeitake such a duty The Superintendent of Police, 24-Paiganas, repoits — 
“Tht unielialiihtj of jurors to do their duty, especially m murder cases, has 
been paiticulaiiv noticeable this jeai The fact that all four cases referred by 
Sessions Tudges to the High Court have ended in couMction emphasises this 
point” The iSupeimtendent of Police, Khulna, reports — ‘ Results are largely 
generned hy the conduct of the jurj^, which, 1 regret to state, is not above 
suspicion, and a specific instance was brought to the nonce of the Sessions 
Judge, in which the jui’j had been gained over This fact was bi ought to 
the notice of the District Magistrate by the Sessions Judge, and iction is now 
being taken against the offending jurymen ” The Supeimtendent of Police 
adds further — “A. very large percentage of acquittals ocean ed m murder 
cases in which jurors almost invariably appear leluctant to convict ” A case 
occuired m Hoogly illustrating this leluctance on the part of jui ois to hi mg 
m a veraict of guilty m muidei cases In this case the jurj m 1920 brought 
la an uuammous verdict of “not guilty” and the Sessions Judge acquitted 
the accused In 1921 an appeal was made to the High Court against the 
acquittal The appeal was admitted and the High Gouit directed the case to 
be letiied by the Sessions Judge of Howiah The accused was aocoidtngly 
retiied at Howrah during the yeai and the jury*agam biought m a veidicr, 
of* notgnilty” The Sessions Judge, however, disagreeing with the verdict 
referred the case to the High Court who convicted the accused under 
section 302, Indian Penal Code, and sentenced him to tianspoitation foi life 
The Distnct Magistrate, Rangpm, remarks — “ My own opinion of jnry tual 
is that jurors start with a strong symp rthj for the accused and tack the 
sense of citizenship which impels the belief that a crime against one person 
is a crime against the eoanaunity at large ” In Bakar^nj, where the jury 
system was introduced in 1919, four of the jurors oh<»en on one occasion were 
found to be notCffious criminals being actually members of a gang brought 
under the opoiations ot the Criminal Tribes Act. This was bronghli to the 
notice of Government i» the report for 1919 OInttagOBg, which recoi-ded 
the lowest percentage last yeai, shows an improvement this jeai, the 
figures being fiSDS against 33 3 m 1920 The Supeimtendent of Pohee 
reports that there is still room for further improvement, but owing to the 
moapaeiiy of the jurois m some eases and the witnesses being gained over 
and bad committals in others, more satisfactoiy results could not be obtained 
The total number of persons tried was 2,920 a^mst 2,S48 and 53 1 per cent 
against 55 1 were convicted.

Eangpui with 2,222 against 2,622, Khulna with 2,212 against 2,436, 
Miilnapoxe with 4 9 t2 against 5 097 and B:^.x with 2 051 against 2,183 in the 
preceding \eai The Supeimtendents ot Police, Dicm, i:?oakhali, Pabna, 
Malda and Urgra, attiihute I he decrease paitlv to the working of the Village 
Arbifi ition couxts established as a result of the jxo-co-otxeiation movement 
and paitlj to economic stiam, and the Deputx Inspector-General, Dacca 
Eange lemaiks, “that the paxfcies have been induced to take their cases 
to the Aibitiatiou Gouits started by the non-eo-opeiation movement in 
prefeience to the xegular courts ” The most raaikt^d increase was noticeable 
in Howiah with 6,671 cases against 5 361, followed by 2? adu with 5,620 against 
5,237 Mill shidabad with 4,954 against 4,743 and Birbhum with 2,529 against 
2,401 m the preceding yeai The Supenntendent of Police, Nadia, attii bated 
the inciease to the litigious habits ot the jieople and the Supennteudent of

Vai ions important r» f 01 nia cnnceining the organization of th( force ait 
still pending, the most important of which is the stiengthtning of tht aimed 
police foi use in emergencies and of the town police in the milt aieab ot the 
24”Pargana8 dis^tnet, the piovision of a leserve foice fordutuis of a tempoiai\ 
and unforeseen natuie, the leduction of the areas of police stations and 
inspectors’ circles and the provision of detective staffs for some of the more 
impoitant cnminal districts There are also several other items of expendi- 
ture apart from the question of housing the force which will have to be faeed 
before the needs of the department are fullj satisfied 

As remarked in the last repoit, financial stiingency is still harapeiing the 
woik of the department and preventing its expansion and efiiciencv and until 
the situation improves, expenditure must be lestricted to the most uigcnt and 
important leftwms 

The expenditure on the foice lO'.e bj about 15| lakhs m round figures 
Prt^ess m building conatrm tion was still slow, the amount spent foi this 
purpose being practically the same as in the pievious yeai, viz , Rs 17,25,000 
against Es 17,11,000 

I have repeatedly brought to notice the dilapidated and msamtaiy condi- 
tion of many of the station buildings and staff quarters, and although the 
adequate housing of the force has been recognized by Government as one of 
the moiit urgent needs of the depaitment, financial conditions have letarded 
any real progress being made in this diiection I have recently submitted a 
proposal for raising a loan to finance some of the most urgent projects which 
can no longer be defsned In the absence of Government quaiteis, many of 
the officers are at present accommodated m hared buildings, and as lents have 
imreased everywhere the grant will have to bo correspondingly increased 
As tbe result of a resolution passed in the Legislative Gounod, a com- 
mittee was appointed in August 1921 to enquire into and leport on the pobce 
administration in Bengal with special reference to the question as to whether 
any change in the existing system thereba effecting a reduction in expendi- 
ture without impamng its efficiency would be piMsible The committee 
consists of nine members six (ff whom are aon-offi^cial members elected from. 


a»al by, tlm Legislative Council and three (two offieml and one noa-official) 
with a Fmideiit appointed by Government The committee called for 
detmledittformatirm concerning the working of the sevemi branches the

2 The strength of the military pohoe remained unchanged but its disposition was 
iltered, the detachment located at (Jhmsnra bung strengthened by one Indian oftcer and 
5b men transferred from the headquarti rs force at Dacci Two oflicers of the Indian 
Army relieaed two polict* othceis as Assistant t’ommaadants md the battalion has now 
its fall complement of officers Its services were invalnaule daring the periods ot indus- 
trial and political unrest when liistarbances wert threatened or took place , officers and 
men performed their duties with cheerfulness, efficiency and restraint 

■1 A revised time scale of pay was smctioncd for officers of the Imperial Police 
Service, and elTect was given to the enhanced r ites of piy granted to Deputy Superinten- 
dents and inspectors The strength of the subordinate police force was mere ised by 46 
officers and 312 men, chiefly on account of the roorganuatvon of the town police of 
Hooghly distriot and the strengthening of the emergency foice at Asansol In addition to 
these two industrial tiacts it was intende I to strength! n the force m the urban areas of the 
24-Parganas district by introducing part of the reorganiaation scheme sanctioned some 
years before, and funds were voted for the purpose But later m the year the fanancial 
pobition rendered it necessary to keep this important improvement once more in abeyance 
Bor similar reasons it has not been possible to provide an adequate reserve of force at the 
indnsinal centres of Howrih and Serampore, or to supply sufficient motor transport to add 
to the mobility ot the police forces in the thickly populated localities on both banks of the 
Hooghly It IS gratifying that the improved conditions of service effected in the pievions 
year have had a salutary effect on the recruitment of the subordinate ranks vacancies due 
to resignations among constables were considerably fewer than in preceding years The 
propfflftion of Bengali reermts however fell from 65 1 to 4T 1 per cent , and the Inspector- 
Heneral notes that the want of family quarters for constables renders the service less 
attractive for the best type of local men Bnt the post of assistant aub-mspector was 
mneh sought after, and recrnits with good edncational qnahflcationa were obtained In 
oonnection with the strength of the force, the Inspector-General has brought to notice 
the need for a resewe beyond the ordinaty r^erve for leave and training, m ord^r to 
provide men for nuforeaeen and temporary duties The strength of district forces has 
been fixed for normal work, often many years ago when oircnmstanoes were different, 
with the result that the extn men required to deal with aenons outbreaks of crime, 
strikes or other emergencies can onlv be found by depleting the staff assigned to other 
work or by curtailing the grant of leave The leave reserve of sub-inspectors and 
constables was increased m recent years, bnt without further expenenee its general 
adequacy cannot be determined Certainly in many distriots it has still to be unduly 
drawn npon to find men for miscellaneous work for which there is no cadre provision, and 
albO to supply extra forces for dnties for whiOh the aanetioned staff is found to be inade- 
quate 1 in particular there is general agreement among local offleew that the plotted 
staf fqr escort pnrptmes is ininffunent

snfl< r tspi oialh on this acoount Since the close of the ycir u has been possible to allot

0 rile rmi police svatan which has been graduillj evolv ed ui recent years was 
luodihtd m th light of experience gamed In the big rivers of the Ganges division 
(op< ned ill 1*>17) an! the Brihmapuha division adequate patrol cannot be undertaken 
without laigi r 1 uuiches with search lights But as serious crime is not prevalent in these 
localities river pitroh ire not essential I'or this reason and also as a measure of 
ecfuiomy the floating craft together with the personnel of these two divisions were 
brought to headqu irters towards the end of the year Proposals to redistribute the river 
police yunsdictions ind to give effect to the long contemplated scheme of including the 
Khi In 1 wateiways, where the prevention of riverine crime is necessary, are now under 
consideration In areas where practically the only means of communications are by 
watvr crime cannot be controlled except by a mobile river police, and it is noteworthy 
th It in the case ot a pitrol post whose removal was contemplated, the inhabitants pro- 
tested against bt mg deprived of its protection The river police launches were of great 
service during the stnke of steamer employees m Eastern Bengal in carrying Govern 
mem officers and the mails while the officers and men effected the rescue of 81 peisons 
from drowning ind saved 32 boats Another feature of the year’s work was the equip 
ment of the river police dockyard at Narayangany with extra m lohinery, thus enabling 
repairs to be carried out at less expense than before, while another measure of economy 
was the return of two hired launches to their ownera 

7 A feature of the year’s adimmstiation was the effort made, especially towards 
the end of the year, in almost all districts by the supporters of the non-oo operation 
movement to disorganize the chaukidari system The police were as a result deprived of 
considerable assistance m checking crime, but only in a few districts was any success 
achieved in inducing pauchayats and chaukidats to resign and villagers to withhold 
p wine nt of taxes District othesra and their staff as well as police officeis, by personal 
efforts and otherwise, kept the threatened dislocation from attaining widespread dimen 
sions Measures taken locally, including the quartering of additional police at the 
expense of the inhabitants m some of the worst localities, have since brought back 
conditions to almost normal Complaints were again made of the inadequacy of the 
chaukidar'a pay The Chaukidan Act, under the provisions of which the maximum pay 
was fixed at Ra b, has since been amended enabling the village panchayat to fix the rate 
Fewer cluufeidars were punished and rewartied during the year the closing balance of 
the leward fund has been reduced somewhat, but the balances in several districts are 
stiU high, and there is scope tor the more idequate recognition of good work 

S The total volume of reported crime was less than m the previous year, but 
against the decline m the number of burglaries, thefts and less serious offences have to 
besttmore riots, datoitaes and robberies, the figures of which exceeded the average of 
the last five years It is indeed not certain that there was a real decrease in breaches 
of the law, for under the influence of the non to-operation movement in seveial disfciicts 
offences were not always brought to the notice ot the luthonties, while aggrieved 
persons were often induceii or compeiled to have resort to “ arbitration courts ” Such 
offences, however, relate to minor infractions of the law , the real effect of this move- 
ment is refieoted in the prevalence of the more violent forms of crime As to riots, 
while the number was swelled by the activities of the Khilafat volunteers, strikers and 
others laffuenced by the prevailing atmosphere of disobedience to law, the majority were 
as usual the outcome of agrarian quarrels The practice of serving warning notices on 
the owners and occupiers of land in dispute was often adopted with successful results, 
but the Inspector-General notes that its utility was overlooked in a number of distriots 
The attention of Superialendents of Pence should be specially drawn to the value of 
these warnings in often preventing disturbances 

The number of true cases of dacoiiy was 716 against ^78, ihe average of the last 
five yearly the cowespondmg figures for robberies being 380 and 346 Over b4 per cent 
Cf Ihe dacoities took place m the Burdwau and Rayshahi Divisions, apd it is significant 
that the highest figures are recorded m the districts of Midnapore and Bangpur where the 
Qoo-co-aperatioa movement attained considerable prominence Yarious causes contri- 
buted to the increase, ay, economic distress, which stirred local gangs into greater 
activity , the influK of foreigners, such as colliery workers from upcouatry to AsansOl, 
and i^epalese into Darjeeling One partienlar factor which led to an extensive oatbt««k 
of crime in the Bsijshahi Division was thc escape of a large number of conviol^ ^rom 
Bafshabi jail in March , some of the worst of these eluded capture, or^msed ghnga and 
oamttiltted dacoiti® and other crimes throughout the aeighbouni^ dmtriets, Ttwie ganip 
have mnee been rounded up, and several escaped convicts have been imprisoned Di 
ds»aiBjfWlth the oathtmiks'of crime, the poi^e® labbared under a serious handicap The 
dishMftlon of the rural poUoe, caused by the attacks of tim non eooopaxation movement 
on^the^jhaufcidariadmmiritation in severe diStwohk Idopisved the pdhes of mmfii loimi ' 
mmmwpn which would haye helped m the' feavCniioa and detection of mime.
